Dr. Lesley Probyn had been 
8¢¢n to go in—no one had seen 
her go out, and there was little 
-doubt that she was buried be- 
Neath the piles of debris, 


Hundreds of people in the dis- 
trict are praying that she is still 
‘alive. During the whole of the 
day und up to late at night re- 
scuers were frantically digging in 
the debris. But there-was little 
hope of saving anyone. . 


Dr, Probyn was about forty- 
five years of age. For many 
years she had worked among the 
folk of these narrow streets 
seeing them into the world, 
tending childish ailments and 
the Ilinesses of maturity. 


When the air biltz started she 
was one of the first to make re- 
gular visits to the shelters in her 
district. Every night she made a 
round of three or four nearest to 
her home. 


No Trace 


The blast of the bomb also 
wrecked her own home. Wardens

“They must be trapped be- 
low ground, and the traps laid in 
the runs they use daily. It will 
take weeks to discover which run 
they use when going for food and 
water. 

“Moles have a very highly de: 
veloped sense of small so you 
must lay the traps with gloves 
that have been used for the 
same purpose and amef! of mole, 
not man, or cover your hands 
with clay. 

“The traps must be covered with 
earth, and new ones buried for 
days before use. : 

“Professional trappers are scar. 

It ts a job which runs 
in families,”

BECAUSE iT WOULD REPLACE many com- 
missions with one and repeal obsolete, antiquated 
and repeatedly violated laws, the boxing and wrest- 
ling bill introduced in the Ohio legislature by State 
Senator John Patrick Kilbane merits consideration, 
writes a correspondent from Columbus, Ohio. 


In the golden and giddy days, Cleveland was 
one of the better boxing centres. 


Gene Tunney outpointed Johnny 
Risko in C.eveland just before 
lifting the championship from 
Jack Dempsey. Max Schmeling 
defended the heavyweight title 
by stopping Young Stribling in 
Cleveland. Anton Christoforldis 
only recently acquired the N.B.A, 
version of the 175-pound cham- 
pionship by  outgalloping Melio 
Bettina in 15 rounds there. 

Yet an Ohio law imposes a sen- 
tence of not less than one year 
nor more than 10 on any principal 
in a prize tight. 


Fine Or Prison 


Another imposes a fine of not 
more than $250 or imprisonment 
for not more than three months or 
both on whoever agrees to engage 
in a public sparring or boxing 
exhibition, aids or assists, attends 
or leases premises therefor. 

That means that participants, 
seconds, spectatora and—say the 
manager of Cleveland’s Public 
Hali—could be fined and put In 
the jug in connection with an 
amateur card, 

A current law makes it manda- 
tory upon enforcement agencies to 
arrest a person about to have 
hand in a fight as principal or 
second, 

It provides for the accused fur- 
Nishing a bond of not less than 
$500, nor more than $10,000, that 
he will not engage in such_a fight 
within a year jn Ohio or elsc- 
where’. . . provides for his com- 
mitment tu gaol until the order is 
complied with, When o sheriff 


has reason to believe a fight te|

state excise, Promoters now pay

When Bob Brickman, Cleveland 
promoter, protested the 10 per 
jcent, state tax, Kilbane offered to 
cut it to 50 per cent, Additional 
revenue would be __ obtained 
through licence fees. Clubs, par- 
ticipants, referces, managers and 
seconds are not required to have 
licences under the present setup. 


Promoter Doubts State 
Would Collect Expenses 


But Brickman, who put on the 
successful Christoforidis matches 
in Cleveland, points out that seven 
of nine protessional boxing shows 
lost money in Cleveland in 1940. 

He contends the state would not 
collect enough to pay each of 
three commissioners $2,500 a year 
and a secretary $3,000, not to 
mention the salaries of inspectors 
und expenses all around.

Many experts beli¢ve that we 
shall not get more than a few 
hours notice of German Inten- 
tlons.

A Two-Sided Picture 


If last year the enemy udder- 
estimated our fighter strength, 
they are not likely to do so again 
after the yrim lesson they were 
given during August and Septem- 
ber. They know that the Spitfires, 
Hurricanes, and Deflants which 
beat the Luftwaffe six months ago 
have been improved; that we now 
have the Whirlwinds and Torna- 
dees, modern machines with 
capabilities of which they are 
ignorant, They know, too, that 
we have received from America 
such fighter aircraft as the Curtiss 
Tomahawk: while the nightly ex- 
ploits of the R.A.F. over Germany 
must have convinced the leaders 
of the Reich that our bomber 
force is considerubly stronger. 

That is one side of the picture, 
On the other side is the assurance 
that the Germans have made good 
use of the winter monu:s.

Dunkirk Heroes 


The first is from the field diary 
of a major of the 86th Infantry 
Regiment of the 7th Army—-a 
1914-18 veleran---who wrote: 

“When we arrived in front of 
Dunkirk und took up our posi-— 
tions we received orders to de- 
fend the lines to the last man. 
Each section leader was given 
definite and precise orders, and 
we knew that this time we were 
being sacrificed. 

“We knew that every hour 
gained meant more boats could 
get away, more troops who could 
carry on the fight elsewhere. 

“And we had extra reason to 
fight hard. My own regiment 
and the 60th and 25th were 
mobilised in Dunkirk, Calais and 
Boulogne, 

“Although we , were heavily 
outnumbered and were facing an 
enemy who had vastly superior 
arms, there was only one moment 
when the men faltered in their 
discipline. It was when an order 
to withdraw was given and they 
felt that they should have coun- 
ter-attacked in order -tqa defend 
Calais as well. :
